Wellington.

Survey to assess flood damage to local businesses 


WHILE the sun is shining and the roads are packed with 
holidaymakers, it can be easy to forget that just six 
months ago homes and businesses in parts of Somerset 
were underwater due to the prolonged period of flood¬ 
ing. 

A snapshot survey by the Somerset Chamber of Com¬ 
merce in February revealed that an average of £17,352 
per business had been lost in financial terms and pro¬ 
ductivity due to the flooding in the first six weeks of the 
year. 

Somerset Chamber CEO Rupert Cox explains: "When 
we conducted our initial research earlier this year, many 


of those most affected did not have power or broad¬ 
band, or were busy trying to keep the water out and 
deal with the issues caused by flooding. As a result, and 
to get a more complete picture now the flooding is 
over, we're re-running the survey to find out what the 
true impact has been on Somerset businesses. 

"We will use this information to fuel our future lobby¬ 
ing activity, ensuring that the required investment in 
infrastructure is made to protect homes and businesses 
in Somerset."

DAVID Laws, MP for Yeovil and Minister 
of State for Schools, recently announced that 
Somerset schools will have fairer funding 
following years of lobbying from the county 
council, Somerset Children and Young Peo¬ 
ple’s Compact and local schools, academies, 
nurseries and pre-schools. 

For years, Somerset has got a raw deal be¬ 
cause of a flawed funding formula that is 
based on historical political decisions and 
out of date data. The county has for a long 
time lobbied for reforms to the funding for¬ 
mula and Mr Laws’ decision to commit more 
funds to the area’s worst affected has been 
described as a step in the right direction. 

Somerset schools will receive £4.7million, 
the equivilent of £73 per pupil, in extra fund¬ 
ing in 2015/16, a 70 per cent increase on ini¬ 
tial proposals made in March. This increase 
recognises the unfair funding Somerset has 
received for many years. 


The decision comes after Mr Laws met 
with the Somerset Children and Young Peo¬ 
ple’s Compact, council representatives and 
staff from local schools, academies and early 
years facilities in June to discuss and high¬ 
light the low settlement for Somerset pupils. 

Councillor Frances Nicholson, cabinet 
member for children and families, was at the 
meeting with Mr Laws and welcomes his de¬ 
cision. 

She said: “Somerset County Council is 
committed to achieving a national fair fund¬ 
ing formula that delivers for Somerset chil¬ 
dren. This increase is a firm step in the right 
direction.” 

Headteacher and chairman of the Somerset 
Children and Young People’s Compact, 
David Derbyshire, added: “This additional 
funding is welcome at a time when schools 
and early years providers face difficult 
budget decisions. There is still a distance to 


go before a truly fair funding formula is 
achieved across the country but this is a 
start.” 

Leader of Somerset County Council, John 
Osman, said: “This is fantastic news for 
pupils in Somerset. For years we have got an 
unfair deal from government and lobbied for 
the funding formula to change. This extra 
funding is a step in the right direction and 
will help schools secure resources and main¬ 
tain education standards. 

“After years of a growing funding gap in 
schools and early years provision, the extra 
funding will fill the hole in the budget and 
help avoid damaging cuts to education in the 
county.” 

Somerset County Council will decide 
where best to spend the extra £4.7m with the 
expectation that most of the money will go 
to schools, academies, nurseries and pre¬ 
schools.

add her own touches to the gardens, which include a new winter 
garden adjacent to the arboretum. 

She said:"Autumn is a really special time in the gardens, the leaf 
colour on many of the trees is outstanding boosted by our slightly 
acidic soil which seems to accentuate the colour. There are still 
plenty of flowering perennials and annuals in the borders too and 
the dahlias last until the first frosts."

WWI centenary marked at antique fair 


A FIRST World War-theme vintage and antiques fair 
was held in at the Henhayes Centre in Crewkerne, or¬ 
ganised by the Crewkerne Area Business Chamber 
(CABC) to commemorate the centenary of the start 
of the conflict.

"Services held in the town, organised by the town 
council and at St Bartholomew's Norman Church, 
brought the commemorations to a close on August 
4th, and the traders have brought the town's spirit 
alive with a window dressing competition with a 
WWI theme."

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Mother overcomes tragedy to 
run successful crafts business 


A SHEPTON Beachamp mother of 
three, who overcame family tragedy to 
run a successful business promoting 
local crafts, is to open a new shop in 
Crewkerne. 

Sam Cornelius-Light, who has a son 
with Duchenne Muscular Dystrophy - a 
severe, terminal muscle wasting condi¬ 
tion - is due to open her shop Bluebird 
and Buttercup on September 6th with a 
charity family fun day. 

Sam’s new shop will feature her trade¬ 
mark, bespoke, unusual but affordable 
items sourced from small craftspeople 
and designers around Somerset. These 
include Painting Pretty, which upcycles 
furniture into beautiful, one-off items, 
and Melting Pot Glassware, which 
makes items featuring local landmarks. 

Sam said: “Along with general gifts 
and children’s clothes, I showcase local 
artists, designers and crafters who were 
just starting out on their artistic paths or 
had no way of showing their works. It 
amazes how many clever people there 
are out there making some lovely 
things.” 

Bluebird and Buttercup was estab¬ 


lished in 2012 when her son, also called 
Sam, was 12, and the mother had been 
through many years struggling with his 
condition as well as the loss of another 
baby and the premature births of her 
other two children. 

She said: “Having been told that Sam 
would be permanently in a wheelchair 
from the age of about nine or 10, he de¬ 
fied all the professionals and, to this day, 
aged 15, although the prognosis is still 
the same, he continues to walk just a lit¬ 
tle in between using his powered wheel¬ 
chair.” 

She is now involved in fundraising for 
Action Duchenne and the shop opening 
and fun day on September 6th will be 
raising funds for the charity. 

Last year, Sam’s current premises in 
Hambridge was badly hit by the floods 
in the Levels and she decided it was time 
to move to a bigger premises. 

She continued: “I took a deep breath 
and a leap of faith and by relocating to 
Crewkerne, where I hope to bring a taste 
of locally designed and handmade gifts 
that are affordable and damn right gor¬ 
geous! Let the next challenge begin!”

T HE fifteenth annual staging of the successful 
and popular event is now just a few weeks away. 
It is hard to believe that it came about simply be¬ 
cause a May morning in 2000 was foggy. The then 
newly established team of Vintage Flying were about 
to present their first "Great Vintage Flying Weekend" 
atThruxton Airfield. With around 600 aircraft request¬ 
ing passes and a beautiful blue sky and bright sun¬ 
shine, things were looking good. But not for long 

.by 10am not one single aircraft but lots 

and lots of despairing phone calls. 
Thruxton was the only place to see the 
sun, the rest of Southern UK was completely 
fogged-in! 

Things did of course brighten up eventually but a 
large number of pilots missed their slots and couldn't 
come. Frustrated pilots being what they are, were 
quick to suggest that the team staged another fly-in 
later in the year. After some hurried consultations an 
approach was made to Henstridge Airfield, (formerly 
RNAS HMS Dipper) and thanks to a positive response 
from manger, Joe Williams, the Saturday of the August 
Bank Holiday saw the first "Late Summer Fly-In". 

This time the weather was much better and the day 
was such a success that, even before the last aircraft 
had departed, the decision was made to make it an 
annual event. Before long it had attracted the atten¬ 
tion of the classic and vintage car owners, as well as 
the pilot community, and was officially renamed as 
"Wings & Wheels". Not the most original title but with 
around a hundred aeroplanes and a hundred vehicles 
what else could one call it? 

The original volunteer team of "Vintage Flying" re¬ 
mained together for well over a decade.

THE "Vintage Flying Team" have long enjoyed good relations 
with the RAF Events Team, formerly the Participation Com¬ 
mittee, and the staff at BBMF Conningsby. Despite the ever 
increasing demand for RAF assets at a time when their actual 
number of display aircraft has dwindled to barely a handful - 
they still manage to squeeze Henstridge into their schedule. 

Over the years they have had fly-past salutes from the fight¬ 
ers both individually and together,The Dakota, the Lancaster 
and of course that most popular sight of all, when the "Lane" 
is accompanied by the Spitfire and Hurricane. This years event 
will be a once in a life time spectacle as the famous trio will 
be joined by the only other airworthy Lancaster in the world, 
C-GVRA from Canada. 

VERA as she is known is operated by the Canadian Warplane 
Heritage Museum and will spend most of August and Sep¬ 
tember flying with the BBMF. Her presence will be in a living 
commemoration to the thousands of Commonwealth Air¬ 
crew who flew with Bomber Command in the Second World 
War. 

Visitors to Wings and Wheels can expect to see and hear this 
unique "Ten Merlin Flight" in a way not possible at the usual 
airshows. Wings and Wheels has no full flying display and is 
therefore exempt from the usual stringent civil and military 
safety rules and guidelines. The organisers are naturally 
somewhat reticent about what one might expect. They sim¬ 
ply state that it is advisable to look up as well as out!

WHEN the Vintage Flying Team took over GVFWE (Great Vintage Flying Weekend) 
they already had considerable experience of the necessary safety rules and regu¬ 
lations involved with air shows. It came as a bit of a shock to the team to find that 
there was nothing similar regarding "Fly-Ins" no matter how large or small. 

It seems that everyone, pilots and public alike, simply looked out for themselves. 

Undeterred the team set down and produced their own documentation, from 
simple A4 guideline for stewards up to full Aerodrome and Crowd side Manuals, 
Risk Assessments and Emergency Operations Orders. All of which were duly ap¬ 
proved by the CAA, local emergency services and local authorities. 

None the less, it can all be summed up in the simple phrase, "People and Pro¬ 
pellers don't mix". 

Wings and Wheels at Henstridge follows exactly the same guidelines, but with 
much less paperwork. Visiting public on crowd side are fenced off from the arriv¬ 
ing, taxiing and departing aircraft, which operate on Airside or Live Side. However 
the views are as good as they can be while all the airside activity is going on. 

The unique attraction comes at lunchtime, when the barriers are quickly re¬ 
aligned by the team, and the public are encouraged to walk among the assembled 
aeroplanes. Many of the pilots stay with their aircraft and are happy to chat with 
dedicated enthusiasts or with Mums and Dads and kids. 

On more than one occasion some lucky youngster has been helped into the 
cockpit of a fragile biplane "Even older than Granddad!" 

There are few rules, except no smoking, no litter and no touching, take only 
memories and photographs and leave only foot prints. 

Clear announcements and gentle shepherding by the stewards ensures that 
everyone returns safely back to crowd side before the props start turning for the 
flights home.

They operate a Eurocopter EC135 helicopter from 
their airbase at Henstridge on the Dorset / Somerset 
border. From there, they can be at any point in the two 
counties within 19 minutes. More importantly, the hel¬ 
icopter can then take a patient to any one of the Major 
Trauma Centres in the south west within a further 20 
minutes. 

Thousands of people's lives have been changed 
thanks to the provision of the service and it is with 
thanks to YOU, that they continue to fly. 

Providing a rapid transfer to the'right'facility is a key 
factor in a patient's survival and recovery rate. Al¬ 
though we fly regularly to many local hospitals, there is 
often a case to transfer a patient to a specialist unit or 
one of the Major Trauma Centres in the South West.

C HARD Town F.C. was formed in 1920 and originally 
played at Bonfire Close. On this ground they built a 
wooden stand and a few years later when they 
moved to their present ground at Zembard Lane, they took 
the stand with them. 

The ground is well known for its slope from end to end 
of some 12ft. which was even greater in the early years but 
a concerted effort saw earth transported from top to bot¬ 
tom, the evidence can be seen at the bottom end behind 
the goalposts where the adjoining cricket field slopes 
away. 

Also within the complex is theTennis & Cricket Clubs and 
the entire area is known as Dening Sports Field.The whole 
area has been used for sport since the mid 1800's and is 
owned by the successors of Bass Brewery. A long lease has 
recently been granted which will give the Club the oppor¬ 
tunity to move forward. 

The current changing rooms were built in 1974, at which 
point the old grandstand was demolished.The present ca¬ 
pacity of the ground is some 1000 with seating for 50 and 
hardstandings on three sides. 

Chard Town are known as the'Robins'with all red as the 
main strip. 

Competition wise, Chard Town had a brief spell in the 
Somerset Senior League before joining the local Perry 
Street League where they played until 1949. From there 
they rejoined the Somerset Senior League and won the 
championship at the first attempt in 1949/50. They went 
on to win the title a further four times in 1953/54,1959/60, 
1967/68, and 1969/70 while also gaining success in the 


Somerset Senior Cup, which they won in 1952/53 and 
1966/67. The Somerset Senior League Cup was won in 
1962, 1972 & 1976 when they were elected to join the 
Western League. After playing for seven years in Division 
One of the Western League they gained promotion to the 
Premier Division as runners-up in season 1983/84. They 
spent three seasons in the higher flight before being rele¬ 
gated in 1987, when they immediately gained promotion 
again the following year. Further success came in the 
1988/89 season when they were winners of the South West 
Counties Cup. 

They played at Premier Division level in what was then 
known as the Great Mills Western League until being rele¬ 
gated in 1993. In 1995/96 they regained Premier Division 
status by finishing runners-up to Bridgwater Town, losing 
out on the title on goal difference. Chard Town were rele¬ 
gated at the end of the 1997/98 season to Division One of 
the Western League by the narrow margin of one point, 
where they continued to play until gaining promotion to 
the Premier Division of the Toolstation Western League in 
the 2005/2006 season. After coming second from bottom 
in the 2008/2009 season relegation followed to Division 
One from 2009/2010. 

Chard Town Reserves play in the Devon & Exeter League, 
Premier Division.The Under 18's will this season play in the 
Premier Division of the Somerset Floodlight Youth League 
after gaining promotion by winning the South Division at 
the end of the 2013/2014 season. 

Facility wise, new improved floodlights and new dugouts 
were installed in 2012.

He said:"Since its launch in January 2013, the monthly con¬ 
tract hire rates across the Mazda6 range have reduced by, 
on average, £40 a month meaning it is now available from 
£199 per month (ex-VAT). Additionally, the availability since 
January this year of the all-new Mazda3 from just £169 per 
month (ex-VAT) makes both models highly attractive." 

Tomlinson continued: "Mazda Contract Hire business al¬ 
most doubled in Q1 2014/15 and is trending on a similar

llminster closing in on promotion 

Eckland and Downing see Perrott home 



West of England Premier League 

MATT Davis' best bowling performance of 
the season has taken ILMINSTER another 
step closer to promotion from the Premier 
2 Division. 

Davis took 4 for 19 from just 4.3 overs as 
llminster dismissed lowly Glastonbury for 
169 in the 42nd over. 

James Thompson took 3 for 48 and Ian 
Masters 2 for 21 as the visitors capitulated 
from 60 for 1. 

In reply, skipper Sam Spurway, who 
snapped up three stumpings with the 
gloves, completed a fine all round perform¬ 
ance with a top-score unbeaten seven¬ 
boundary 60 off 69 balls as the hosts 
cruised to an eight wicket win in the 33rd 
over. 

Earlier, opener Louis Kraucamp (50) 
notched his sixth half-century of the season 
to move to 797 runs for the campaign - 
more than 300 clear of his nearest rival! 

The win extends llminster's lead at the top 
of the table to 13 points with four matches 
remaining. 

Glastonbury's defeat will have provided 
relegation rivals CHARD with some relief 
after their hefty eight-wicket reverse at 
Clevedon. 

Rain saw this game reduced to 30 overs. 
After being invited to bat first Chard carded

their line-up - the former England test 
bowler took 2 for 38 from his seven overs. 

He wasn't required to bat as the hosts 
eased to 158 for 2 in the 26th over. 

By coincidence CHARD 2NDS' Premier 2 
2nd XI game against Gloucestershire-based 
Winterbourne was also reduced by 30 overs 
due to rain. 

Chard skipper Andrew Clancy won the 
toss and opted for first use of the Dening 
Field track. 

His charges reached 73 for 2 before col¬ 
lapsing to 132 all out with opener Steve 
Dening top-scoring with a six-boundary 39. 


The visitors reached 133 for 5 with Neil 
Wyatt 2 for 17 and Neil Rogers 2 for 40 the 
most successful of the home attack. 

The result puts a sizeable dent in Chard's 
outside hopes of grabbing a promotion 
spot at the 11th hour.

54, Groenewald 52no) lost to Kent 383 
for 7 (Billings 135no, Northeast 132, Bell- 
Drummond 61; Leach 3 for 53) 

BY TWO RUNS (D/L METHOD) 

SOMERSET'S unbeaten start to their Royal 
London one-day (50 over) cup campaign 
ended under a barrage of boundaries and 
more than 750 runs at the county ground 
last Thursday. 

After winning the toss Marcus Trescoth- 
ick opted to insert the visitors on a typi¬ 
cally flat Taunton track. 

Kent got off to a flier with Dan Bell- 
Drummond (61) and Sam Northeast put 
on 117 for the first wicket. 

But the hosts gradually clawed their way 
back into the game and had Kent wob¬ 
bling at 166 for 5 in the 33rd over. 

But from there on in Northeast and Sam 
Billings peppered, and cleared, the bound¬ 
ary at regular intervals. 

Northeast finally fell for a run-a-ball 132 
(14x4, 1x6) but it was Billings who really 
did the damage with an astonishing ca¬ 
reer-best unbeaten 135 off just 58 balls in¬ 
cluding 17 4s and five 6s which elevated 
the final score to a county best 383 for 7. 

Two overs were lost to rain between in¬ 
nings with the target only being reduced 
by 10 runs to 374 according to the Duck¬ 


worth-Lewis method - and this was to 
prove crucial. 

Losing Trescothick in the first over imme¬ 
diately put Somerset on the back foot. 

Half-centuties from Nick Compton (56) 
and Alex Barrow (54) kept them in with a 
sniff. But the chances looked slim as they 
slipped to 268 for 8 with nine overs re¬ 
maining. 

Undeterred,Tim Groenewald (52no) and 
Alfonso Thomas (49no) both cracked ca¬ 
reer best scores. 

But for the second game in a row it was 
down to Groenwald to try and clinch the 
win off the last ball of the match.This time 
he needed four but could only manage a 
leg bye and Kent won by two runs.. .oh for 
those two lost overs! 

Somerset 298 for 5 (Trego 101, Groe¬ 
newald 57, Ingram 47) beat Warwickshire 
181 all out (Evans 50; Thomas 3-30, Groe¬ 
newald 3-37) by 117 RUNS. 
WHISPER it quietly but Tuesday's thump¬ 
ing 11 7-run win at Edbaston over the War¬ 
wickshire has propelled Somerset to the 
top of the Royal London Cup Group B 
table. 

It's early days of course, but the Cider- 
men have certainly made a promising start 
in the revamped 50-ver competition. 


After being inserted by hosts Somerset's 
innings was noticeable for the fact that it 
took a while for all batsmen to come to 
terms with the Edgbaston pitch. 

When Marcus Trescothick was run out by 
Recordo Gordon going for a third run for 
41 the Cidermen had only reached 85 for 
2 in the 21st over. 

A partnership of 91 for the third wicket 
by Pete Trego and Colin Ingram pushed 
the score up to 177 before South-African 
Ingram (47) was bowled by new Jamaican- 
born paceman Gordon. 

Trego took full advantage of being 
dropped when on 29 to post his fifth cen¬ 
tury in the 50-over format. 

He was eventually dismissed for 101 
(4x6, 6x4) but not before being partially 
upstaged by Tim Groenewald, against his 
former county, who bashed 53 in a stand 
of 87. 

Groenewald eventually fell for a career- 
best 57 off just 35 balls as Somerset posted 
298 for 5. 

Despite a bright start, the hosts, ravaged 
by international call-ups and injury, were 
never seriously in contention despite 50 
from Laurie Evans as Groenewald com¬ 
pleted a fine all-round performance by 
taking 3 for 37 with Alfonso Thomas claim¬ 
ing 3 for 30 and spinner Jack Leach putting 


in another good shift with 1 for 41 from his 
10 overs.
